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‘A Screening Committee 


The Wilmington Board of Appeals last week heard a proposal 
for the construction of a multi-story, multi-building housing 
development in East Wilmington, down by the Ipswich River. 
The hearing was under the provisions of Chapter 744 of the 
Acts of 1969, and to some people it seemed to be a rude awaken- 
ing. 

That law has been on the books for nearly six years, and 
suddenly they want to do something about it. The Town Crier 
published some of the salient facts of that law back at the time 
the legislature passed it, along with a few comments on what 
some attornies could achieve. 

Now it has come home to rodst - in East Wilmington no less. 
The proposition is not that which the Town Crier foresaw a half 
dozen years ago - that proposition is being tested in towns other 
than Wilmington. The proposition in Wilmington is one where 
the proponents - those people who propose to erect the apart- 
ment houses - have consulted with the local boards, and are 
trying to allow a local ‘‘imput” into the plans. 

A few weeks ago the Town Crier said it was not going to con- 
test the application - this after some readers had urged such an 
action. 

Chapter 744 is an all-out attempt to solve certain social 
problems. The attempt is being made after the former errors 
in attempts of this kind have been recognized. The action is far 
ranging in scope, and is popularly known in Massachusetts as 
the Anti Snob Zoning Law. 

That's what it is. The law takes control of zoning and con- 
struction out of the hands of the municipalities. It puts that 
control into the hands of a State Board of Appeals, who, some 
persons would say, are prejudiced against the towns. 

The local Board of Appeals is the only one in a municipality 
which has any power, and that power is curtailed in degree. 
The hearing last week was before the local Board of Appeals. 

The local Board of Appeals does have the power to consider 
some facets of the proposal, in the way of achieving the best 
results, but it does not have any real power of denial. If an 
application is denied locally, then the applicant can go to the 
State Board. 

The State Board does not have to be lenient, in its decision. 
It can totally disregard the local board's opinion. 

To oppose such a proposal, as the law is written, is almost 
like baying at the moon. The best thing is to try to make the 
proposal into a good bargain. 

Some of those who opposed, last week, were afraid of 
‘“‘muggings”’ and ‘‘purse snatching’’ attacks upon the present 
residents of the neighborhood. Columbia Point, which is a vast 
area of subsidized apartments in Boston, was mentioned. 
Columbia Point does not have a pleasant history. 

Another name, which was not mentioned, was the Pruitt - 
Igoe housing development in St. Louis - a monstrous affair that 
cost, if this column remembers correctly, $22 millions, and 
that in dollars of a previous decade. 

Pruitt - Igoe was blown up, demolished, a year or so ago. 
There were spectacular pictures in some publications. The 
project had been totally abandoned, as a place that did not 
work - that did not achieve its goals of providing proper sub- 
sidized housing. 

Columbia Point is still in existance. It is trying to provide 
subsidized housing for the very poorest families in Boston. As 
such, and because of those circumstances, it has become a 
ghetto, a place where the lowest common denominator is the 


+ Tule. 


Remember reading the name of Doris Bunte? That lady was 
evicted from Columbia Point because she was no longer in the 
poorest income earning category. Doris is a person who could 
have provided some stability, some imagination, to the other 
tenants. But she was kicked out, when she no longer qualified 
by her lack of income. 

Columbia Point. may be becoming, if one can read the signs, 
another Pruitt - Igoe. It has become a ghetto. There is no mix- 
ture of persons of different income levels, of different 
cultures. 

That is what the anti-snob zoning law is all about. There are 
half a dozen projects in Massachusetts now which have been 
built as a result of that law. All are in the luxury apartment 
class, and there is no way to distinguish the income levels of 
the tenants - at least on a casual basis. 

Twenty-five per cent of the apartments in this type of project 
have no subsidy of any sort. The tenants pay $500 - $600 a 
month - and they continue to live there, so they must like it. 

Seventy-five per cent of the apartments are subsidized, in 
one way or another, according to degree. There is no telling 
which apartment is subsidized, for the subsidy money goes 
from the state to the tenant, and then to the landlord. 

The test comes in the twenty-five per cent. If those tenants 
do not like the situation they are free to move. So far they 
haven't seen fit to do so. It would seem that these projects are 
not becoming Pruitt - Igoes, or Columbia Points. It would 
seem that the tenants are achieving a higher level than the 
lowest common denominator. 

For those persons who do not like what they are imagining, 
there are two things that can be done. Standing up and 
protesting at a Board of Appeals Hearing is not one of those 
two things. 


1. There will be a resident - manager. Those who are alarm- 
ed about the situation can make a point of being certain that 
the resident - manager will be a responsible person. 

Of course the owners will do this too. 

2. There can be a Citizen Screening Committee, to be ap- 
pointed, and to make certain of the allocation of tenants. The 
local Board of Selectmen, this column believes, can appoint 
such a committee, which possibly might be “able to achieve 
some good results. . 

That committee, if appointed, can name the tenants who will 
go into such a project. Of course it will be almost a thankless 
task - meeting four or five nights a week, and that sort of thing, 
until all the apartments are taken. 

Those who hear the arguments, a week ago, heard 
Wilmington’s Town Manager say that there are 400 families in 
Wilmington who are at this time in need of subsidy. 

So who should a local Screening Committee consider first? 

Any volunteers to serve on such a committee, if it is formed?

The Town Meeting 


The Finance Committee report, this 
year, is the best ever. That group of 
citizens should be complimented, even by 
people who do npt agree with their 
recommendations - maps and diagrams 
make a lot of things more clear. 

The Town Meeting begins at 1:30 pm 

Saturday.. With over 8000 voters in 
Wilmington the High School gym would be 
over-crowded, but probably will not be. 
There will bea number of persons who will 
try to cut costs beyond what the Finance 
Committee has already done. 

Wilmington finds itself in a tough position 
this year. The Finance Committee, to be 
admired for their work, has undoubtedly 
hurt some of the departments of the town, 
and some of the citizens too. 

Following are a few comments. By and 
large the Town Crier has no fault to find, no 
criticisms of the work of the Finance Com- 
mittee, but it believes a few words of ex- 
planatior® can be added, here and there. 

. The first comment is on Article 6 - 
General Government. Those salary items 
for Selectmen, and School Committee - they 
do not mean that the selectmen or school 
committee members are paid. That is 
salary for clerks, etc. Neither is the Plan- 
ning Board, nor some others paid. 
Wilmingtorvhas a lot of people who work for 
nothing. 

The Town Manager is, and the Chief of 
Police, and such items. That is different. 

Expenses have been cut, on many boards. 
The Planning Board, for instance has had a 
$3000 cut. That board may have an amen- 
ding motion. Find out what it is, and vote 
accordingly. It is on the ‘‘smalleg’ board 
where the cuts hurt most - in larger 
departments it is possible to shift money 
from one account to the other, sometimes. 

Articles 7 and 8 are for a new Town 
Dump. 

Let the reader be aware that there are a 
few Wilmington families who will actually 
have the dump in their back yards. They 
should be given consideration. Listen to 
their stories - they will undoubtedly try to 
tell the Town Meeting of their woes. 

The amount asked for, for observance of 
Memorial and Veteran’s Days, has been 
$2000 a year for some years. The Finance 
Committee has cut the amount to $1500. 
The Town Crier doesn’t think this is fair. 
Five hundred-does not have much effect on 
the tax rate. 

Article 10 asks for two appropriations of 
$750 each, for Veterans Club Houses. This 
should be continued. Every year the 
Finance Committee says No, and the Town 
Crier says Yes. 

Articles 11 through 20 are for new water 
mains, on Andover Street and Ballardvale 
Street. This problem has been discussed in 
the Town Crier for several years, and think- 
ing persons dre in favor. Vote for it. Even- 
tually it will mean a drop in the tax rate. 

Articles 21 and 22 are Sign Bylaws. The 
Finance Committee has disapproved. This 


is work for the Planning Board, and the 
voters might ask the Finance Committee 
why the disapproval? 

There might be some parts that are 
wrong: If so find out, and then vote it down 
- but not the results of a years’ work. 

The Town Forest. Don’t just vote it 
down, willy-nilly. There is a map on Page 
33. The selectmen have already cut the 
area down. Ballardvale Street goes 
through an area that was Article 10 in the 
Town Meeting a year ago. Three acres of 
that area belong to Wilmington Youth 
Camps (Camp-Forty Acres) and almost all 
of the rest already belongs to Wilmington. 

It might be a good thing to make that into 
a Town Forest, at practically no cost to the 
town - and to discontinue Ballardvale 
Street, as it goes through that forest. The 
Town Crier is in favor. 

To the east, and northerly of Camp Forty 
Acres is the Broaks Lot. Listen to what is 
said about this. It may be well to buy it. 

There will be some who say that the town 
should buy all the land before it becomes 
Housing, - Apartment Housing. They will 
tell the Town Meeting that the town will 
lose out, if it doesn’t take the land now. 

To a degree these people are right - but 
the town will lose money if single homes 
are built in the area too. Single homes don’t 
return enough taxes to pay for themselves, 
most of the time. That apartment housing 
argument could be for the birds. 

But, they will be right in that the more 
land is taken now the better off the town 
will be, in the long run. 

The Town Crier is not going to. comment 
further, at this time. The Town Meeting 
will do good to get to, say, Article 10. There 
may be a lot of haggling - what the Finance 
Committee members refer to as ‘“‘nickling 
and diming,”’ and that will take time. 

Sometime along toward 11 pm Saturday, 
as the bewitching hour approaches there 
will be motions to adjourn - to next Satur- 
day, or tonext Monday. The Selectmen will 
want to make it Monday. They want to get 
through the Town Meeting and have done 
with it. 

It probably will not be a good idea - unless 
the Town Meeting has progressed to the 
point where it can of a certainty be com- 
pleted on Monday. 

It could be that it will then be adjourned 
to Monday, then to Tuesday, and then to 
Wednesday. Things would be in a mess. 
The people who started the town meeting 
will be unable to attend - only a few persons 
may be able to do so - and who knows what 
will happen? 

The best bet, as this column has said for 
several years, is to adjourn to the next 
Saturday, same time, same place. The 
voters will be awake, alert. There won’t be 
things happen about which, afterwards, the 
town will say ‘how the heck did we get into 
such a fix?” 

Be alert, be awake, and be certain that 
the vote is the best for the town.

Francis Kelley, teacher, coach and ‘stinker’ 


“My name is Mr. Kelley, and I 
am a stinker,’ was how he in- 
troduced himself to his first class 
at Wilmington High School in 1957 

And despite his attempts to live 
up to his own description, despite 
his flaming Irish temper, Francis 
Kelley is qne of the most popular 

Nccessful teachers in the 
i 
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and 
schoo! 
He teaches a very demanding 
subject. math, and is very deman- 
ding of his students. He promises 
to give them homework every 
night of the week except four - four 


nights of the year, that is. 

He is equally demanding in his 
other role, that of track coach. and 
equally successful. His track team 
now holds the state championship 
in Class C. 

There was no track team at 
Wilmington High School before 
Mr. Kelley arrived. The mid- 
fifties were years of expansion for 
the school, and the time was right 
for starting a track team 

Last fall, 81 students went out 
for cross country, including two 
girls. Only two members dropped 
during the season 

One girl has already asked Mr. 
Kelley the starting date for spring 
track. The date. of course. is 
March 17 

There is a sense of camaraderie 
to the track team that can only be 


explained as coming from Kelley. 
The team has had several very 
good athletes over the years, but a 
great part of their success has to 
be credited to Kelley 

The feeling of the team for its 
coach was demonstrated at

awaited. When that victory finally 
arrived and it was time to hoist 
someone in the air, it was Kelley 
who got the ride. 

Wilmington’s meets with An- 
dover have always been classics, 
Kelley recalls. 

Kelley's methods of recruitment 
for the track team are sometimes 
unorthodox. but always successful. 

For a long time there was a 
cutout figure in a track uniform 
hanging in the back of his 
classroom, with a sign asking 
“Want to pass math?" At other 
times. Kelley has taken to wearing 
a sandwich sign board in the 
cafeteria, looking for runners for 
his team. 

He shares his track duties with 
an assistant coach, Bob Cripps, for 
whom Kelley has nothing but 
praise. Cripps handles equipment 
and timekeeping for the team, and 
is most generous with his time 

There were three years in the 
mid-sixties when Kelley gave up 
coaching track, at the urging of the 
administration He had been 


teaching his full load of five 
classes. plus handling the duties of 
head of the math department and 
serving as advisor to the math 
league. All this was in addition to 
coaching track. 


He nearly left Wilmington 
because of the demand that he 
teach fewer classes. Other depart- 
ment heads only taught three, and 
there were members of the school 
committee who felt that Kelly 
should only teach three. 

Kelley disagreed. His primary 
job was to teach, and if he couldn't 
teach five classes, he would 
resign. 

Meanwhile, in his tenure as head 
of the math department, he was 
also asked to temporarily share 
the job of vice-principal with 
another department head. Each 
taught three classes a day, and 
worked a half-day as vice- 
principal. 

Finally, an agreement was 
worked out under which he gave up 
being head of the math depart- 
ment. He now teaches five classes 
and coaches track 

One other threatened resigna- 
tion was caused by the public ad- 
dress system. with which Kelley 
waged war for years. The speaker 


JUBILANT TRACKSTERS Carried Coach Fran- 
cis Kelley. to the bus on April 29, 


has been silent in Room 103 for two 
years now, but when it was work- 
ing, it was a constant source of an- 
noyance for Kelley. 

The now non-functioning box still 
bears an eraser mark on its face, a 
yellow-chalk scar from its war 
with Kelley. Its constant interrup- 
tions of his math problems 
resulted in flying erasers and other 
objects. When one such flying ob- 
ject knocked the speaker off the 
wall. there was silence, both from 
the speaker. and from the class. 
Then there was a giggle, then a 
roar of laughter when the students 
realized what had happened. 

Kelley was not one to put all his 
reliance in one weapon, though. 
Another time. he hit the speaker 
with a stick, catching it before it 
hit the floor. 


His reputation soon spread, and 
one teacher-asked, ‘Will you come 
down and break mine for me?’ And 
when vandals demolished the con- 
trol board for the speaker system 
about four years ago, Principal 
Bernard McMahon, keeping a 
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1974, after 
poker face, sternly asked Kelley, 
“You know anything about this?’ 

In the classroom, Kelley is a 
master. One former student 
describes him as “‘exceptionally 
fair but very demanding.” 

A student was once overheard 
saying, ‘Miss - flunks everyone, 
and they hate her. Miss - flunks 
everyone, and they hate her. Mr. 
Kelley flunks everyone and they 
love him,’ 

“You cai~have a heck of a lot of 
fun with the kids, and still get a lot 


‘You can have a 
heck of a lot of fun 
with the kids and still 
get a lot out of them.’ 


out of them,"’ said Kelley. And he 
does. 

With math, there is a slight 
amount of room for innovation, but 
the basic concepts seldom change 
When Kelley finds a student trying 
to innovate, he attaches a ready- 
made comment to the paper in the 
form of a sticker, reading “Be 
reasonable. Do it my way." 

In class. when there is a 
desagreement as to how to ap- 
proach @ problem, Kelley will bet 
cupcakes before working out the 
solution. 

The Kelley temper that feuded 
with the loudspeaker system also 
has a wry humorous aspect to it. 
His classroom is next to the 
cafeteria, which presents noise 
problems at lunchtime. Says 
Kelley, “I like it here. I can go out 
and yell at the kids making too 
much noise at lunch.” 

Kelley humor has become tradi- 
tion. Often class begins with a 
joke that can only be described as 
a Kelley joke. 

The first day Kelley taught in 


Wilmington defeated Andover, breaking a string of 
93 consecutive wins. 
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Wilmington was also the day he 
went for his driver's license 
Kelley recalls that he had no way 
of getting to Waltham in time for 
the appointment, so Mr. McMahon 
summoned another teacher and 
asked him to drive Kelley over for 
the test. 

During his first year teaching in 
Wilmington, Kelley lived with the 
Higginbotham family on Adams 
Street. When he arrived by train 
at Wilmington, the conductor saw 
him getting off with his suitcase 
and asked, ‘‘This is Wilmington. 
Are you sure you want to get off 
here?” 

Before coming to Wilmington, 
he taught in Saco, Maine. He had 
no car, and couldn't go for inter- 
views. The North Andover 
superintendent and high school 


principal drove to Maine to inter- 
view him, but they wanted him to 
teach four math courses and a 
science course. Wilmington was 
looking for someone to teach five 
math courses, and that was his 


price.

Report on Wilmington’s 
776 program was in error 


On February 27th there was a 
School Budget hearing in the 
auditorium of Wilmington High 
School 

Four thousand announcements 
of the hearing had been printed by 
the school department and sent 
home with school children. There 
were two ads on the front page of 
the Town Crier. No one could ac- 
cuse the school department of not 
telling the people that there was to 
be a discussion 

At 8:06 pm. when the meeting 
convened. there were exactly 50 
people in the auditorium, including 
two newspaper reporters. The 
Superintendent and two assistants 
were there. About thirty people 
assiciated with the school depart- 
ment were there - school com- 
mittee members. candidates. 
employees. 

There were ten or twelve per- 
sons who did want to find out about 
the budget. and who could be label- 
ed as interested. persons. 

The_discussion was mostly by 
the superintendent of schools. It 
was both financial and social in 
nature. There was a line by line 
discussion of the budget and sup- 
porting papers of the discussion. 
and of the reasoning that went into 
the decisions. There was a discus- 
sion of the eight different union 
contract that have to be con- 
sidered. in making up the budget. 
and how one has yet to be settled 
There were. discussions of state 
and federal programs, and how 
SOure Persons .->snet on contract 
as a result. 

It was a far-ranging meeting. 
One of the things that kept it infor- 
mative was a Mr. Maduk, who is a 
relative newcomer to Wilmington 
When Mr. Maduk did not unders- 
tand hé asked questions. That kept 
the superintendent on his toes, and 
many items were more fully ex- 
plained. for Mr. Maduk’s benefit. 

There were other persons who 
asked questions too. One of the 
questions was relative to a report 
that had appeared in some out-of-

town newspapers saying that there 
were many towns who were not 
performing well, in their 776 
programs, which are designed to 
assist persons under 22 in their 
education. in spite of physical. 
mental and other difficulties. 

Wilmington, according to the 
report, was one town that was not 
progressing properly 

Walter Pierce. superintendent. 
knew about those reports. They 
had come, he said, from an 
organization known as Mass. Ad- 
vocacy The organization had 
caused reports to be circulated 
concerning 160 towns in 
Massachusetts. and of their con- 
formance to Chapter 776. 

“We were never interviewed” 

Pierce Said. ‘‘Our personnel were 
never integfiewed."* 
* Pierce’said that there had been a 
computer error involved. He did 
not identify the error source but, 
he said. a Wilmington School 
employee had found where it was. 

On the 776 program, Pierce said, 
Wilmington was “‘high’’ in all 
areas except one. 

The last half hour of the 
program was devoted almost ex- 
clusively to a discussion of the 776 
program. and its social outlook, 
history. and economic problems 

There were no complaints from 
any of those present of Wilmington 
failing to do its part, in the 776 
program.

Shawsheen Tech budget 
«request to be cut 


There will be some good news, in 
the Town Meeting, Saturday. The 
of Shawsheen Technical 
High School, as it affects 
Wilmington, will be cut $52,894. 
That's approximately 30 cents on 
the 1975 tax rate. 

Eugene Kritter and Frank 
McLean informed the Wilmington 
Selectmen of the coming budget 
cut. Monday evening in the 
Selectmen's meeting. Instead of 
the budgeted amount of $643,311, 
the request will be for $590,417 

Shawsheen Tech, the selectmen 
were told. does not receive any 
reimbursement funds until after 
the school has already spent its 
money. That means the towns in- 
volved have to supply the funds, 
‘and then later there is a re- 
imbursement. 

But the school committee for 
Shawsheen Tech, of which Messrs. 
Kritter and McLean are a part, 
had been doing some negotiations 
recently with the teachers, in 
which as a result the school does 


not need some cash items until 
later. This is the reason the com- 
mittee is able to reduce the re- 
quest for funds. 

The new wing of Shawsheen 
Tech will be open in September for
